Two fino military companica from Colum- 
oa, Ga., jolncd tho escort at Opelika, and all reschod 
Montgccnery last night at ton o'clock. 

Ho was recolved with great onthusiasm, a largo crowd 
assembled at the depot, which Mr, Davis addremed a3 
follows-— 

Bo eald ho felt proud to receive the congratulations 
‘and hospitallty of tho peoplo of Alsbama. He briedy re- 
viewed tho present position of tho South. He sald tho 
Limo for comprom{ses is past, and wo aro now determined 
to maintain our poalticn and mako all who oppose ur 
small Southern powder, feel Southern steel. If ecercion 
yas persiated in, bo bad no doubla as ¢o tho regult. 
Wo will maintain cur rights of government at all 
hamrdo. Wo aak nolhing and wart nothing, Will Layo 
no complications. If other States join our confederation! 
they oan freely come ca car terme, Our experatioa.

podlican jorrnals in the North, and the fatnous 
nittersroos of representatives of anti-slavery 
uliraism in Coagrees, since the last Prosiden- 
tial elretion,no sentimenthas been more freely 
and axiomatlea ly promulgated by poll!ici 
of tbe Meseachusetts seboo!, than that the South 
cannot exist without the North; that slaveb i! 
fog institutions are cankered by inherent ele- 
ments of decay; and tha‘ tho vital atrength of 
the seceding members of the confederacy will 
be gone, if they pervist in their resolution & 
withdraw from the Union. They maintain that 
the manofuctares, breadstn%, and agricultaral 
prodnots of the Eastern and Middle States, are 
£0 indispensable to their brethrea South of tho 
Potomac, that men and cattle must starve wil 
out them, and that, from sheer necesdity, the 
conditieos must be acceded to, which intole- 
ranice and fanaticism have Iald down asthe 
bosis upon which the pillars of the republic 
should in futuro rest “Tho Sonth cannot do 
without ur," bas bee, probably, the substrao- 
ture of a large amonnt of the theorica und de 
lusive calculations of Northerners, who have 
belioved, nail believe still, that any ainonnt of 
anti-constitutional aggression can be crammed 
down the thronts of confederates who cannot 
with impnulty oppose measures, however 
odions in themselves, which involve the sacri- 
fice of indispensable material intoresta. 

‘The-o calculations of antilavery despotism 
sre, however, falae. Thera is no one 
point in which the South is inferior to the 
North, and there ure inany in which it is supe 
rior, “A little Joarning is a daugorous thing,” 
in nothing more emphatically than the dotails of 
politiosl economy; and upon no subject do re- 
publican writer and speakers appear more 
superficial. It will bo found, uponinguiry, that 
the North can provide the South with nothing 
whatever with which they osnnot amply provide 
themaelves, The population of the South- 
era States, in round numbers, is 12,600,000 
That of the North is 19,000,000. If wo 
examine clozely, we shall discover, how- 
over, that, during the lust fifty years, the ag- 
gregato of emigration to the nou-slaveholding 
States bas been nearly eight millions, which 
would make up the difference. This immigrant 
inoreate has brought with it into the Northern 
States, not less than a thousand millions of dol- 
lars, a Jocel gain from which the Greeloys, 
Phillipses, Sumacra, Sowards and Garrisons of 
the day would predicate a superiority for non- 
alaveholding over slavebolding institutions 
althoegh itbas nothing to do with citber one or 
the other, It has been an accidental transfer of 
capital from one place to another whore it could 
be more advantageously bestowed. It may 
have been a temporary udvantage to the North, 
but it hus been un uncertain indication of pro- 
gress in the past, and still lesa is it any sign of 
he relations which the reepective sections will 
bear to cach otber in future, A carefal study 
of the Just census shows tbat the South bas kept 
full pace in population with the North within 
the last twenty years, if their relative circum- 
stances are duly considered. 

Tn the event of a final and ultimate dissolu- 
tion of the Union—of an irrevocable witb. 
drowslof the Southern from the Northern por- 
tion of the confederscy—it will be fonod, in 
tho end, that the slaveholding bave every nd- 
yantoge over the non-slaveholding States. 
‘Their territory, embracing that part of the con- 


finent which lies mMycon o's 
ieee 4 


ginia—superier to any on thiscontinent; the pa- 
radise of cereals, around the ridges of the Alle- 
gheny, and water power, greater than that of all 
the rest of the Union pat together, in the valleys 
of the Obio river and the Susquehanna. There is 
no fruit of the temperate or the torrid zones that 
the States of the new Southern confederacy will 
not bring forth in snperfluity. Producing cereuls, 
tobacco, rice, sugar, cotton in abundance—they 
will, with proper enterprise, industry and cner- 
gy, make of their new republic the garden of 
the world, It is idle, foolish, absurd and igno- 
rant, therefore, to prate of the dependence of 
the South upon the North. Let us take heed 
that the slaveholding States do not turn the 
tables on us, and proclaim our subjection to 
them. Were civil war to take place; if the 
violent counsels so recently promulgated by 
Seward and other republican mouthpieces are 
fo bave potency; it is by no means certain that 
the economical interests of the New England 
and Central States might not be crushed into 
powder, by the very elements which they them- 
selves seek, at the present moment, to redace 
to eubmission. 

Were a dissolution of the Union to be suc- 
ceeded by internecine strife, the very first be- 
ginnings of Soutbern legislation would be 
shaped with a view to injure tho North, 
although the sentiment of the Southern con- 
federacy, as expressed up to this period, is of 
a moderate and friendly character. In the 
event a coercive policy being adopted, 
the first pages of their statute books 
would shut out from Southern ports North- 
ern manntactures, und the history of 
the rise and progress of New England fabrics, 
wonld find its parallel in Virginia, Delaware 
and Maryland. Louis XIV., by hia edict of 
Nantes, banished the looms of bis proscribed 
subjects together with themselves To tho ar- 
rogance of Great Britain, from 1809 to 18165, 
MassachuMtis, Rhode Island and Connecticut. 
owe the growth of smoky cities, towns and vil- 
Inges, conjured by New England capital into 
existence, in places where nought bat pasture 
greunds would be visible, had it not been for 
the shortsighted policy of British ministries at 
the beginning ef this century, War, exclusive 
legitlation, and a very short period of active 
conflict would accomplish for the South what 
it moat requires—it would makeit independent 
even in manufactures; and, with such a marine 
rivalry as the very necessity of the case would 
induce, it would be in every way the equal of 
the North, and would probably outstrip us in 
the race of prosperity. 

Ifno result follows the present attempt to 
settle our domestic troubles, fifteen States, per- 
Lnps. Will be out of the Union on the 4th of 
March next Six States are already organized 
as_an independent cbnfederation. The ties 
wifich connected the Union together bave thas 
not only become weakened; they are virtually 
severed. Under such circumstances, the pa- 
triotic “language of every good citizen 
should be to those who leave the con- 
federation, “go in peace.” Nothing caa be 


more atrocious than the comes sbhichs de 
plorable faction“would mark oat, FTOUght ty 
frenzy by the exaggerations of sections! emo 
tions, Lf tbe Southern Statos—ono, six, or Ml— 
shall doart from us, what then? The result ts 
sad; but it is incomparably bettar than to wit 
ness the hands of brothers imbrued in each 
other’s bleod, or to hear rejolcings uttored by 
one section over the hoped for downfall of the 
other. The Northern States possess every cs- 
sential of futuro greatness. Betwoen the Poto- 
mao and the Arotlc ocean, there is open for 
them a pathway of empire, so vast, so grand, 
that it amazes the imagination to dwell upon it. 
The South has a different field of enterprise be- 
foro it; but there is no reason why one part of 
the country should interfere with the other. 
Nothing could be more horrible than the at- 
tempt. Each can bencfit and aid its neighbor, 
but neither can profit by civil conflict—least of 
nil the North. If, therefore, the people of the 
elayeholding and non-laveholding States, are 
determined to explore the fature by differeot 
paths; let grateful remembrances of tho past 
remain; bat let there be no bickerings and faleo 
prognosticatlons of harm, sare to attempt their 
own fulilmont. Lot there bu, on the contrary, an 
alliance defoasive aud offensive, founded upon 
mutually advantageous treaties, which shal! 
forever bind the two confederacies together. 
‘Tho bitter end whioh appears to be 80 rapidly 
approaching, will not then be without its con- 
eolation. 


Govenxon Monaan ry Hor WATER AoaIN— 
There socms to bea very lively opposition to 
Governor Morgan in both branches of tbe Lo- 
gislature. In the Senate Mr. Colvin has raked 
up the old affuir of the Troy and Schonectady 
Railway, and given the Goyernor a yory sevoro 
roasting. ‘The Assembly was occupied all day 
Saturday in ditcussing tho question as to what 
sball be done at Albany with Mr. Lincoln, and 
in the couree of the debato Mr. Borgen 
pitched into the Governor very severely. 
It appears that the Legislature appolntod a 
joint committee of eight to make arrangements 
for the reception. The Governor had things 
fixed nicely for himselt. He intended to steal 
a march on tho Legislature, and, like John M 
Totts and Captain Tyler, Old Abe and Morgan 
were to bo os “thick us three ina bed.” Lin- 
colo was to dino en famille with Morgan, sleep 
in his house, aod breakfast thers. Woed and 
the chairmen of the committoos were to be 
asked to supper. Tho Legislature was re- 
quested to appropriate «nfliciont money to pay 
the hotel bills of the Presidential party, aud 
the committees wero to dine with Lincoln's 
allachés. This cool proposition was received 
with great indignation, and, we regret to say, 
no small amount of profsaity, The commitieo 
defled the Governor, and would see him—not 
exactly blessed—hefore they would accede to 
Lis proposition. They would give Abrabam a 
legi+lative dinner, and Morgan might brealefiys! 
the old man. No, the Governor was bound to 
have tbe dinner or nothing. The committee 
voled down the Goveraor’s programme; 
and then came the question as to where the 
dinner should be given. The committee di- 
vided, four for one hotel and four for another— 
‘a dead lock, which the Governor's emissa- 
Ties made the best use of. It appeare, 
by Saturday's proceedings, that Morgan will 
be defeated, and that the President cloct 
will be bored with a dinner with some two hun- 
dred politicians, all buugry enough to eat him 
up, and ready to tearbim limb from Umb in case
